An  authoritative  source  in  Tunis,  seat  of 
the  rebel  government,  said  an  announcement 
to  that  effect  would  be  made  within  24  hours 
in  Tunis  and  Paris.

The  announcement  coupled  with  Abbas' 
address,  may  put  an  end  to  new  Moslem 
demonstrations  that  erupted  in  Algeria  yes- 
terday. 

MOSLEM  CIVILIANS,  driven  into  their 
casbahs  by  the  Rightwing  “revolt  of  the 
generals”  against  President  Charles  De- 
Gaulle  on  April  22,  began  agitating  again 
with  violent  demonstrations  of  the  kind  that 
resulted  in  a bloodbath  in  Al- 
giers last  December. 

Hundreds  of  young  men,  back- 
ed by  women  wailing  the  rebels’ 
“Yoo-yoo-yoo”  call  to  action,  as- 
sembled in  the  little  port  of 
Djidjelli,  northwest  of  Constan- 
tine, yelled  pro-rebel  slogans 
and  waved  rebel  flags.  Three 
Moslems  were  killed  and  10 
wounded  in  clashes  with  police. 

SEVERAL  hundred  Moslems 
in  the  village  of  Montebello, 
near  Blida,  and  2,000  Moslems 
in  Marengo,  36  miles  west  of 
Algiers,  staged  similar  demon- 
strations. 

Although  the  demonstrators 
were  dispersed  in  the  two  vil- 
lages without  any  severe  casual- 
ties, police  feared  that  the  fren- 
zy of  the  Moslem  rebels  would 
spread  to  Algiers  and  other  ma- 
jor cities  if  peace  talks  were 
delayed  much  longer.

I IN  ORDER  to  meet  the  objec- 
tions of  the  Pleasant  View  peti- 
j tioners,  Provo  City  and  BYU  of- 
ficials made  tentative  proposals 
to  move  the  project  100  feet 
: north  or  delete  some  of  the 
I buildings  to  create  a better  buf- 
I fer  zone  between  the  project 
' and  subdivision. 

I Monday  night  school  officials 
discussed  the  buffer  zone  prob- 
[ lem  as  detailed  in  their  original 
plans  and  councilman  A.  Brien- 
holt  withdrew  his  motion  allow- 
ing the  council  to  set  up  the 
zone. 

THE  ACTION  then  received 
the  approval  of  the  council.

THE  GIRLS  and  their  guests  ate  the  bakery  wares  at  a 
fireside  Sunday  night  and  began  to  feel  the  effects  of  possi- 
ble food  poisoning  Monda?  night  and  early  Tuesday  morning. 
Aches,  pains,  chilling  and  fever  informed  the  girls  something 
was  definitely  wrong.  Some  of  them  checked  with  their  fel- 
low unit  members  to  discover  the  same  symptoms  were 

bothering  others.  

Some  simple  mental  deduction  told  the  girls  it  w'asn  t 
a common  cold,  so  down  to  the  Health  Center  they  went. 

ABOl'T  EIGHTEEN  of  the  girls  stayed  overnight  at  the 
Health  Center ; the  others  were  checked  and  released. 

A Health  Center  staff  member  reported  that  those  girls 
who  were  admitted  are  very  ill  with  high  fevers,  diarrhea, 
vomiting  and  other  symptoms.  She  said  the  girls  probably 
would  spend  another  night  or  two  in  the  student  hospital. 

Dr.  Thomas  Soderberg,  one  of  the  attending  physicians, 
said  the  nature  of  the  illness  is  not  certain,  since  food  poison- 
ing symptons  usually  show  up  in  4-6  hours.

split  second  later.  He  jerks  his 
spurs  in  the  shoulder  high  on  the 
neck  and  leans  so  that  he  is  with 
the  momentum  of  the  horse.  He 
must  anticipate  what  the  horse 
is  going  to  do  so  as  to  prepare 
himself  for  each  violent  move- 
ment of  the  horse. 

AT  THE  bottom  of  the  first 
jump  the  cowboy  has  to  work 
his  legs  up  and  down,  keeping 
his  toes  pointed  out,  as  he  would 
in  pumping  a bicycle.  In  keeping 
his  balance,  the  rider  has  to  keep 
his  free  hand  in  the  air  because 
he  is  disqualified  if  he  touches 
himself  or  the  horse. 

The  only  reward  a cowboy 
may  sometimes  get  is  the  ap- 
plause from  the  crowd  and  the 
hopes  of  trying  again,  as  he  dusts 
off  his  chaps  and  picks  up  his 
hat  on  his  way  out  of  the  arena.
